ANNUAL REPORT OF THE RECORDER 
Sm Knicuts: 


The number of Sir Knight members as reported last year June 30, 1994 was 499. Number of members 
admitted this year by Knighting —twelve (12); by affiliation from other Commandaries—two (2); for a 
gross figure of i513. There were however nine (9) demits, eight (8) members suspended for non-payment of dues 
or by request which coupled with fifteen (15) deaths reduces that gross membership figure by thirty-two (32), 
fixing our present membership June 30, 1995 at 481. There were eight (8) Sir Knights Knighted at the January 
Conclave, three (3) in March and one (1) at the York Rite Festival in April. The two (2) affiliated members are: 
one from Bethlehem Crusader Commandery No. 53, WhitePlains, New York; the other Gloucester No. 18. As 
previously reported, the membership of Boston Commandery has not been under 500 since 1802 on the occasion 
of our 80th anniversary when 550 Sir Knights were reported. 


Conelaves for the year numbered eleven (11) with the Special Conclave for the Installation of Officers 


in September. Over two hundred (200) Sir Knights, ladies and guests attended the Special Conclave; the average 
attendance at the ten Stated Conclaves was 65. 


Thanks to an outstanding job done by the Eminent Commander, the elected and appointed officers, and 
under the tutelage of Rt. Em. Sir David L. Esancy and Em. Sir Donald D. Stewart, we received a Mark of 10 


Minus once again. The support of all the Sir Knights of Boston Commandery was most appreciated for, with- 
out their support for the count, the cherished Mark is out of reach. 


Financially the Commandery finished up the year well within the budget. Boston Commandery was well 
represented at all official functions as well as attended by the Eminent Commander and his troops. 


The Trustees of the Permanent Funds report that the income objectives were all met for the year, both by 


providing the income into the operating accounts, as well as fully supporting Charity Fund donations for the 
year. The Funds fully benefited from the surge in the market and the value of the funds have steadily 


increased each quarter for the most part. 


The year closes August 30th and all the final figures are not in to 
date, but the outlook is excellent. 


There are still a number of Companions waiting to be eligible for the Order of the Temple, 


once the Council 
work has been completed. An ambitious plan for the Council work are in waiting 


for the coming year. It is 
expected that the Order of Malta in Full Form and Costume will be presented this Fall preceded by the 


Illustrious Order of Red Cross and again in Full Costume. 1996 promises to be an exciting and active year for 
Boston Commandery No. 2 under the leadership of Sir Knight Robert G. Wilson, IV, the fourth generation to 


serve Boston Commandery: first in 1931-1933, second 1938-1940, third in 1971-1972, and the fourth in 1995-1996,

We have just returned from the Grand Commandery Annual Conclave which was held this year 
at the Sea Crest Resort in North Falmouth, MA. 


Among items of interest, the Grand Commandery has voted to adopt a “Long Range Plan”, so called. 
If implemented, the long range plan may change our Inspection and improve our ability to confer the 
York Rite Orders on candidates.
